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Getting Started 



► Installing the Battery 

This product requires one CR2032, 3-volt bat- 
tery. If the battery is not already installed, here 
is how to install it. 

1. Turn the product over. 

2. Unscrew the screws on the back with a 
fine screwdriver. 

3. Take the back off. 

4. Install the battery with its plus sign up. 

5. Replace the cover. 

► Turning the Product On 

The first time you use this product, a brief 
demonstration appears automatically. The Bar- 
tender's Guide also has an auto-resume fea- 
ture. You can turn this product off at any time. 
When you turn it on again, you return to the 
last screen you viewed. 

1. Press ON/OFF. 

2. Press CLEAR to stop the demo. 

The main menus appear. 
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Getting Started 



► Adjusting the Screen Contrast 

If your screen appears to be too light or too dark, 
follow these steps to adjust the screen contrast to 
your liking. NOTE: You can adjust the contrast 
only at the main menus. 

1. Turn the product on. 

2. Press NEXT repeatedly to lighten contrast 
or press PREV repeatedly to darken contrast. 

► Disabling the Demonstration 

You probably do not want to view the demon- 
stration every time you turn this product on. 
Here is how to disable it. 

1. Press MENU. 

2. Press ,Q, to highlight the Other menu. 

3. Press ENTER. 

4. Highlight Disable Demo. 
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5. Press ENTER to disable it. 
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Getting Started 



► Setting the Shutoff 

The shutoff time is how long the product stays 
on if you forget to turn it off. 

1 . Highlight Set Shutoff on the Other menu. 

2. Press ENTER. 

3. Highlight a time. 

4. Press ENTER to select it. 

► Changing the Font Size 

You can change the type size to either small or 
large. With small font selected you can view 
three lines of type; with large font, two. 
NOTE: Throughout this Guide, Large font will 
be used for the illustrations. 

1. Highlight Large Font on the Other menu. 

2. Press ENTER. 

The font has changed to show two lines. 

3. Press ENTER again. 

The font has changed back to three lines. 

4. Select a font size. 
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Searching by Name 



Finding the recipe of a drink is easy. Simply 
type its name at the Drinks menu. Usually you 
need to type only a few letters to highlight the 
drink you want. 

1. Press DRINK. 

Or select Drinks from the main menus. 

2. Start typing the name of a drink 
(e.g., kamikaze). 
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To erase a letter, press BACK. NOTE: You do 
not need to type capital letters or spaces. 
3. Press ENTER. 
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4. Press -JJ- to read. 

5. Press CLEAR when done. 
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Beginner Tips 



/ Follow the Arrows 

The flashing arrows at the right of the screen 
show which arrow keys you can press to 
view more menu items or text. 

/ Help is at Hand 

At virtually any screen, you can view an ap- 
propriate help message by pressing HELP. 
To read the message, press 43,. 
To exit help, press BACK. 
You can also read an overview of the main 
functions and keys by selecting Tutorial from 
the Other menu. 

/ Viewing Full Menu Items 

Some drink names and other menu items 
are followed by ellipses because they are 
too long to fit on one line. 

At any highlighted menu item, press to 
view the complete item. 




Selecting by Ingredients 



You can search for drinks by selecting one or 
more ingredients. 

1. Press INGR. 

Or select Ingredients from the Locate menu. 

2. Type an ingredient (e.g., vodka). 

3. Press ENTER. 
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The indicate those ingredients are not in 
any recipes with your selected ingredient(s). 

4. Type another ingredient (e.g., cranberry 
juice). 

5. Press ENTER. 

6. Press to view the matches. 
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7. Select a drink to view its recipe. 

8. Press BACK to return to the matches. 

9. Press CLEAR when done. 
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Selecting by Attributes 



You may have a favorite drink that you would 
like to try in a variety of recipes. For exam- 
ple, there are eighteen recipes derived from 
the original Bloody Mary mix. 

1. Press MENU. 

2. Select the Locate menu. 

3. Select Attributes. 

4. Highlight an attribute (e.g., punches). 

You can type the attribute or scroll down 
to highlight it. 

5. Press ENTER. 



6. Press to view the matches. 
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7. Select a drink to view its recipe. 

8. Press CLEAR when done.

Using Other Topics 



The Glossary and Liquors topics provide a 
good introduction to mixology. Read them to 
become familiar with basic terms and concepts. 

1 . Select Glossary or Liquors from the 
Topics menu. 

2. Highlight a subtopic (e.g., Absinthe 
under Glossary). 

3. Press ENTER.

For example, after a search by ingredients un- 
der the Locate menu, you will see your se- 
lected ingredients checked. To deselect that 
ingredient, press ENTER when it is highlighted.

Select How To or Hints from the Topics 
menu. 

2. Highlight a subtopic (e.g., Glassware 
under How To).

5. Press BACK to go back to the menu. 

6. Press CLEAR when done.
